On the first occasion witness had 
to get bail butafterwards he was discharged 
and it was the prisoners who had to get hail. 

Cross-examined by Mr Baily—Wikness 
had never had anything te do with the 
Tur-fa business bolure, The business in 
Wellington Street was nat paying well. He 
lived in his family house but his partner 
Chun Ahing lived in the house where the 
Turf agency was. Witners only spent 
one hour in the morning and one in the 
afternoon at the agency ; when wilness was 
at the agency his partner went out to collect 
tickets and camo back about 3 p.m. Ho 
did not know if there wore any other Tsz- 
fa agencies in his neighbourhood, . He 
was sent for by the Kegistrar General 
last. year and asked if he had. opened 
aTsz-faagency. Ue had not doneso then. 
When business in the Tez-fa agency was 
very good they would take two or three 
taeis a day, but generally about ono tael. 
‘They made up their aveounts every night. 
He told his pattner about the constal:le com- 
ing on the 10th and his having paid him 30 
cents, An entry of the payment was made 
onan piece of paper, but all accounts and 
tickets ware burnt every night, 

Chun. Ahiny, the other partner in the
